Herzl Endorsed First Water Plan

ETTERS brimming over 

with enthusiasm for Zion- 
ism and Eretz Yisrael, plans, 
calculations, maps and 
sketches for country-wide 
water, irrigation and electric 
and power projects drawn up 
by the France-Swiss engineer, 
Max Bourcart, are to 
found in a special file in Dr. 
Herzl’s private archives now 
housed in the Central Zionist 
Archives in Jerusalem. Dr. 
Walter Clay Lowdermilk and 
Mr. Simha Blass would no 
doubt smile on seeing these 
plans today, but there ig no 
doubt whatever that they 
bear the earmark of vision, 
unbounded faith and boldness 
when viewed in the context 
of the period, the eve of the 
turn of the century.

APPILY, this year we can 

still get sealers for pre- 
serving and pickling fruit that 
will keep for years without a 
load of sugar, salt or vinegar 
to act as a preserving agent. 
Indeed you can, by the pro- 
cess of sterilization (which is 
much easier than pie') pre- 
serve fruits and vegetables, 
even meat and fish, without 
salt, sugar or vinegar or any 
artificial preservative. You 
can use the very cheap fruits 
now on the market — plums 
and peaches, especially — to 
serve as succulent desserts i 
the wintertime, and you oat 
make relishes and condiments 
from the tomatoes and ccok- 
ing apples and peppers and 
what-not available now in 
abundance. And, of course, if 
you have your own orchard 
or garden, preserving will be 
a boon to you. 

All you need are the pre- 
serving jars now available 
with tops and rubbers ‘and 
one or two rings to seal them 
with), a pair of tongs, a rack, 
a big deep pot or pail (the 
enamel ones used for baby 
laundry are ideal), and the 
ingredients for your preserves. 
Then proceed this way — 80 
simply: _ 

1. Check sealing jars to make 
sure there are no nicks or 


chips or cracks. Inspect the 
tops for dents. 


2 Wash jars im soapy water. 
Rinse well. Leave in hot 
water until ready for use. 
3. Wash, rinse, drain and sort 
firm ripe fruit. If peaches 
are used, dip them in boiling 
water to loosen skins, then 
into cold water. Then halve 
and pit them and pull off the 
skin (it slides off). 
4. Take warm jars (do not
